99th  ANNUAL  REPORT 
of  the  GENERAL  COMMITTEE  for  1945. 


The  General  Committee  has  the  pleasure  to  present  the  99th 
Annual  Report  of  the  Hospital  and  the  audited  Statement  of 
Accounts  for  the  year  ended  81st  December,  1945.. 

THE  YEAR’S  WORK. 

The  outstanding  event  in  the  lives  of  us  all  was  the  end  of  the 
war  both  in  Europe  and  the  Ear  East.  This  relieved  the  ever¬ 
present  anxiety  of  aerial  attack,  with  a  consequent  release  of 
more  beds  for  the  needs  of  the  civilian  population,  but  it  made 
no  difference  to  the  great  difficulties  which  beset  an  evacuated 
hospital. 

The  hope  was  expressed  in  the  last  report  that  by  the  time  the 
present  one  appeared  we  should  be  back  at  our  own  premises. 
This  has  not  been  realised,  as  it  was  September  before  the  neces¬ 
sary  licences  for  the  reinstatement  of  our  buildings  was  obtained. 
Shortage  of  both  labour  and  materials  and  the  discovery  of  further 
latent  war  damage  have  delayed  completion  and  increased  the 
total  cost  of  the  work  to  over  £11,000.  The  work  is  now  well  in 
hand,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  next  May  will  see  your  hospital 
back  in  thoroughly  renovated  and  improved  premises. 

COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  R.  Lock  and  Councillor  A.  N.  Moore  were  elected  to  serve 
on  the  General  Committee.  Mr.  Lock  accepted  the  responsible 
position  of  Chairman  of  the  newly-formed  Appeals  Committee, 
and  thanks  are  due  to  him  for  the  very  able  and  energetic  way 
he  has  filled  this  position. 

A  warm  welcome  is  extended  to  Major  Aynsley  M.  Webster, 
M.C.,  on  his  return  to  the  Committee  after  being  a  prisoner  of 
war  since  1940,  when  he  was  captured  during  the  Greek  Cam¬ 
paign.  Congratulations,  too,  on  the  occasion  of  his  recent 
marriage. 

VISITING  MEDICAL  STAFF. 

Your  Committee  deeply  regrets  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  S.  Diggle, 
F.R.C.S.,  M.Ch.  (Orth.).  The  passing  of  a  Surgeon  of  such 
ability  in  the  prime  of  life  was  indeed  a  great  loss  not  only  to 
the  hospital,  but  to  the  community.  During  his  nine  years  as 
Orthopaedic  and  Fracture  Surgeon  the  work  of  this  department 
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increased  considerably,  and  was  conducted  with  conspicuous 
success.  Our  sympathy  is  extended  to  his  widow  in  her  loss. 

Mr.  P.  B  .Moroney,  F.R.C.S.,  M.Ch.  (Orth.),  was  appointed 
Temporary  Assistant  Orthopaedic  Surgeon. 

We  are  pleased  to  welcome  back  after  absence  on  active  service 
Mr.  A.  Tumarkin,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Surgeon,  and  Dr.  W. 
Gemmell,  Radiologist,  while  we  record  our  grateful  thanks  and 
appreciation  to  Air.  W.  E.  Hunter  and  Dr.  J.  White,  who 
deputised  for  them  during  their  absence. 

Miss  Ruth  Nicholson,  F.R.C.S.,  Ch.M.,  retired  after  many 
years  as  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Female  Venereal 
Diseases  Clinic.  Your  Committee  thank  her  for  her  services  and 
wish  her  well  in  her  retirement.  Dr.  Elizabeth  Rees  was 
appointed  her  successor. 

FINANCE. 

Ordinary  Expenditure  has  remained  remarkably  steady  when 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  increased  amount  of 
salaries  and  wages  being  offset  by  decreases  in  domestic  and 
establishment  expenses.  Ordinary  Income,  on  the  other  hand, 
has  fallen  by  £9,650,  and  is  attributable  to  the  cessation  of 
Ministry  of  Health  payments  for  reserved  beds  £8,450,  and 
£1,000  decrease  in  donations.  In  1944  several  special  events 
were  organised  which  made  that  year  an  exceptional  one  for 
donations.  Although  there  is  an  amount  not  yet  agreed,  but  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  £3,000,  due  from  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
and  while  it  is  estimated  that  £4,000  per  annum  in  expenditure 
will  be  saved  when  we  return  to  our  Derby  Road  premises,  never¬ 
theless  the  position  at  present  is  not  satisfactory.

DIETARY. 

In  spite  of  wartime  restrictions,  improvement  in  the  dietary 
and  service  of  food  has  been  much  appreciated  by  the  patients. 
They  are  now  awakened  to  enjoy  a  cup  of  tea  prior  to  breakfast 
at  8-30  a.m.,  while  they  receive  four  meals  a  day,  including 
shree  cooked  meals. 

LAND  AT  DERBY  ROAD. 

Unsuccessful  attempts  were  made  to  purchase  or  lease  a  piece 
of  land  adjoining  the  Nurses’  Home  at  Derby  Boad  for  exten¬ 
sions,  but  the  Corporation  decided  to  reinstate  it  as  a  bowling 
green. 

LADIES’  COMMITTEE  AND  LINEN  LEAGUE. 

The  efforts  of  the  Ladies  Committee  have  been  concentrated 
largely  on  events  in  aid  of  the  Centenary  Appeal,  .  and  have 
raised  the  splendid  sum  of  £1,000.  Your  Committee’s  special 
thanks  are  given  to  these  Ladies  for  such  a  magnificent  effort, 
and  to  Mrs.  Keenan,  who  as  Mayoress  organised  a  Ball,  and  to 
Mrs.  Kogerson  for  her  Garden  Fete.

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CENTENARY  YEAR,  1946. 

In  1946  the  Hospital  celebrates  its  100th  year  of  Service  to 
the  Community  of  Bootle  and  District,  a  record  of  which  it  is 
justly  proud.  It  can  be  said  with  truth  that,  in  spite  of  all 
wartime  difficulties  and  setbacks,  your  hospital  to-day  gives 
greater  and  better  service  than  ever  before. 

It  is  proposed  to  commemorate  this  year  by  an  Appeal  for 
£50,000  to  enlarge  and  still  further  improve  your  hospital.  Much 
thought  and  organisation  has  already  been  given  to  this  end.  The 
Ladies’  Committee  have  already  sent  us  £1,000,  and  other 
generous  donations  have  been  received.  Events  foreshadowed 
are  the  appointment  of  an  Appeals  Organiser,  a  Radio  Appeal, 
and  extensive  Postal  Appeal,  and  Agricultural  Show,  and  the 
detailed  and  extensive  organisation  of  the  whole  Borough  into 
Street  Group  Collecting  parties. 

Nationalisation  of  hospitals  is  a  subject  now  much  to  the  fore, 
and  has  had  some  adverse  effect  on  the  generosity  of  the  public.

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ALMONER’S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


An  examination  of  “  After  Care  ”  records  for  1945  shows  that  ‘275  patients 
have  been  helped  and  the  work  has  been  of  a  most  varied  kind.  One  can  say 
that  the  chief  headings  under  which  Social  work  falls  in  this  Department 
are  the  provision  of  appliances,  arrangements  for  convalescence,  rehabilitation, 
help  with  fares  to  and  from  the  Hospital,  financial  assistance  and  the  supply¬ 
ing  of  extra  nourishment.  62  convalescences  have  been  arranged  during  the 
year  and  145  appliances  have  been  supplied.  Grants  were  obtained,  where 
possible  from  the  Approved  Societies,  British  Legion,  Soldiers’,  Sailors’  and 
Airmen’s  Families  Association  and  the  Personal  Service  Society. 

A  few  examples  of  the  type  of  work  done  can  be  illustrated  in  these  follow¬ 
ing  cases 

(1)  Mrs.  H.  was  suffering  from  carcinoma  of  the  breast  and  needed  to  be 
admitted  to  Hospital  for  an  operation.  She  would  not  come  as  she  had  two 
young  children  and  her  husband  was  at  work  all  day.  The  Personal  Service 
Society  arranged  for  the  children  to  be  cared  for  at  St.  Mary’s  Shelter  and 
the  patient  came  into  the  ward.  Eventually  convalescence  was  arranged 
by  the  Merseyside  Hospitals  Council,  and  as  Mrs.  H.  could  not  go  to  the 
Home  immediately  after  her  discharge  from  the  ward  a“  Home  Help  ” 
was  provided  by  the  Crosby  Corporation.  St.  Mary’s  Shelter  kindly  agreed 
to  keep  the  children  until  convalescence  was  completed. 

(2)  Mrs.  K.  was  admitted  to  the  ward  suffering  from  psycho-neurosis,  and 
after  an  interview  with  the  patient  it  was-  found  that  she  was  legally 
separated  from  her  husband,  and  it  was  quite  obvious  that  her  condition  was 
due  to  domestic  worries  and  emotional  upset.  Her  husband  had,  it  appeared, 
sold  nearly  all  the  furniture,  and  Mrs.  K.  had  not  the  money  to  renew  it. 
The  Personal  Service  Society  was  approached,  and  Mrs.  K.  was  helped  by 
periodical  friendly  visits  at  the  home  and  in  buying  furniture  and  blankets. 

(3)  Mr.  B.  was  admitted  to  the  ward  suffering  from  an  abscess  of  the 
thigh,  and  subsequently  attended  the  Out-Patient  Department.  The  family 
appeared  to  be  in  financial  difficulties,  as  Mr.  B.  had  been  off  work  for  some 
months  and  the  only  source  of  income  was  a  very  small  one  earned  by  his 
son.  There  were  two  children  dependent,  and  as  Mr.  B.  was  an  ex-Service 
man,  the  British  Legion  was  approached  and  a  grant  of  T‘l  Os.  Od.  per  week 
was  given  for  four  weeks. 

(4)  Similar  financial  assistance  was  given  in  the  case  of  Mr.  M.  who  was 
in  the  ward,  having  been  injured  whilst  running  for  a  ’bus.  He  could  only 
draw  Sickness  Benefit  whilst  an  in-patient,  and  his  wife  could  not  manage 
on  this  alone  as  she  had  a  child  at  a  secondary  school  which  involved  much 
expense.  As  both  this  patient  and  his  wife  had  been  in  the  B.A.F.  in  the 
1914  War,  the  R.A.'F.  Benevolent  Fund  was  approached  and  a  grant  of 
£5  Os.  Od.  was  given  in  order  to  help  the  family  over  a  difficult  period. 

(5)  Mr.  T.  was  attending  the  Orthopaedic  Out-patient  Department  follow¬ 
ing  an  accident  at  work.  The  doctor  had  stated  that  his  disability  would 
be  a  permanent  one,  and  the  patient  was  anxious  to  know  whether  he  could 
claim  a  “  lump  sum  ”  in  preference  to  weekly  compensation.  The  matter  was 
referred  to  the  Poor  Man’s  Lawyer  of  the  Personal  Service  Society,  and  Mr. 
T.  was  given  legal  advice,  free  of  charge.  This  same  patient  has  recently 
been  referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  with  a  view  to  sending  him  to  a 
Training  Centre,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  not  be  long  before  he  will  start 
light  work,  probably  as  a  cobbler.
